But the President in his reply to the
Austro-Hungarian request for an armiz-
tice says that conditions have changed
to such an extent since January 8 that
the different peoples in Austria-Hungury,
and not he, must decide whether they
wish to have autonomy or absolute in-
dependence. This is in line with the
spirit of justice which inspired the Janu-
ary speech and an extension of it %o
meet changing conditions.

This poliey of conciliation has already
begun, The attempt to found a wve-
modeled Austrie wpon the prineciple of
justice in under way. There remuins the
Polish question to be settled und the
position of Hungary in the dunl empire
must be readjusted. The disposition of
the Austriap territory inhabited by Ital-
ians is still undecided. But the attitude
of mind which has led the Emperor to
issue his decree gives promise for an |
equitable settlement of these issues.

Noston is about to become the property
of the United States. The Navy Depart
ment insists that it has no drydock north
of Philadelphia large enough to accom-
mivdite some of the ships that have re-
ontly been constructed, and one large
vensel Is now needing drydock facllities
sa much ns to force the lssue, Some yvears
aga the State of Massachusetis appros
priated $5,000,000 for port improvements,
including a 1200-foot drydock at Boston,
but the terms were so rigid that when
the dock was within $350,000 of comple=
tion no additional funds could be had, The
Federal Government undertook to lease
the dock at $50,000 per sannum when the
war broke out, but could not use It for
the reason stated. Tt is now arranging to
take over the whole property and complete
the work by January at a cost of about
$4,500,000, Including some additional land.
